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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that it would not have been 
obvious to conclude that the limitation of a "sen/ice list", as recited in claims (1-3, 9, and 1 1) would have .at least been constructable from* 
the taught capability/attribute sets downloaded to the application server for each device of Salgado. The Examiner disagrees. Applicant's 
definition of a "service list" is described beginning on Pg. 4, lines 1-3. Salgado's capability/attribute sets describe available services and 
any attributes that characterize the features/functionality/capabilities or limitations thereof. Applicant's definition of a "service list" describes 
it as a list "expressing respective services which execute predetermined processing of document data. The Examiner argues that it would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of Invention for Salgado to have constructed the claimed "service list" from 
the capability/attribute sets because both a "service list" and Salgado's capability/attribute sets describe sen/ices which are executable by 
a workflow process and hence one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of invention would have been motivated to take the 
capability/attribute sets and construct a service list from them to become at least a part of a workflow. 
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
